Preshyterian Clinreh,

After i lnpse of slmost a decade religious
Rervices were again beld in the First Pros-
byterian chiurdh on Nerthampton stieet,
Inst Sunday morning and evening by Rev.
Allen, of Lafayette College, Easton, who
has necopted o call to e pasterate, Ow-
ing to the bad weather the audiences ware
not lnige at either services, though it was
pledsant to observe Lhat whbat lacked In
numbers was made up In appreciation.
Seryices will ba held at 10:30 &, m,, and
TA0 P m., next Sunday. At 9:00 inthe
morning n Sunday school will be organizad
in the church basewent,

Strenerons efforts will be made to parfect
& thotongh re-organization of the churel.

A quarter of a century and five years
more have rolled away since the inception
of Preshytorianism Into this town, It was
in the era of scrub oak desolation, and just
an Sunday was beginning to send ite radiat-
Ing influsnces oyer the Blne Mountains
that Rev, Hodga and Llder Smith, by di-
rection of the Luzerne Presbytery, met
Rev. J. Darrach, of the church at Westh-
erly, in & school house here, where the first
sermon from John TII, 3, was discoursed
to o small wadivnce by Rav. J, A, Hodge,
after whicl certificates wera received from
fire and ihree mole were recslved Into
membership on profession of mith, and on
this day, Docent ber 24, 1850, the congrega-
tion by expresacd desire was organized Into
the ehinrels of Christ under the care of the
Presbytery of Lurerne, to be called the
Goaden Hotten Presbyterian church of
Lehighton, Samuel Kennedy was elected
Kuling Elder and Rey. J. Darroch was to
preach oncoe every Sabbath. The period
between 1800 and 1870 [s without record to
our knowledge, further than the fact that
varlous misslonaries held Irrégular saryices.
Iv 1872, un the 16th day of Fabruary, Rev.
Earla, of Catasauoua, and Rev. Belville, of
Manch Chunlk, met with the congragation
in the old achool bouse on the coroer of
Pioo and Tron streats, at which time four-
teen new members weres baptised and ra
celved Into the faitb, I'uﬂip Miller, of
town, and ‘Thomas Harleman, of Pucker-
ton, were appointed ltuiin? Elders, The
necessity of o suitable building for worship-
Ine purposes began to be felt with the In-
creused membership, and a subscription
book was passed around to raise funds for
the érecilon of a bullding, The amount
thas collected, together with the monsy
left by the reclusé of Guoaden Hutten,
Fredricka Misca, formed a safe nucleus to
bagin operations, and on Thursday, the
20th day of May, 1871, the corner stone of
the First Proasbyeerinn churel, on Nopth-
ampion sirest, was lald with gervices ap-
propriate to the dedicativg of a temple of
woraliip to the merey of a bivlnu God. The
eevemonies were conducted by the pastor,
H. F. Mason, ssslested by pastors of other
congregintions, On Thursday, Felbroary
19, 16874, Rev. Mason, owing to some JdiM-
calty tendered his resignation to take effoct
June L. Services were held in the base-
went of the church building for the first
thoe on Marel 29th, 1574, and the first
communion was adminlstered on Sanday,
April 8th., On Thursday, May Tth, the
chureh adifice entlre was dedleated with
sorvices nppropristely fiting 1o the occs-
slon.  The church experienced a measure
of prosperity for soveral years, but finally,
owing to bard times, want of members
and dlvers eauses, clnrel serviods were
suspended, Chureh serviees on Sunday,
March 81, 1850, note the re-orgaulzation;
fot us trost that from hencefortls its eareer
in the service of Almighty God will be &
truly suceessful one.
